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EDITORIALS 


Labor Is Not Politically 
Murdered; It's Just Suicide! 


At the recent regional conference in San Francisco of 


the AFLCIO Committee on Political Education (COPE) it 


was stated that there are some 1,600,000 organized labor ‘6 


members.in California. 

It seems safe to assume that for every union member in 
the State there is one close relative not a member of a union, 
yet friendly to unionism, or one close friend. So that would 
double the forces of labor, bringing the total number of labor 
members and sympathizers up to 3,200,000 potential labor 
voters in California. Which is well worth remembering, 
when you consider the fact that the total number of votes 
cast in the June primary election was only 3,656,586. 

Yet. as the COPE leaders pointed out, and as Central 
Labor Council Secretary Robert A. Ash emphasized in his 
ceport of the COPE meeting, great numbers of our union 
yeople neither*vote nor register. That’s why we continue 
‘o have anti-labor Senators Knowland and Kuchel and that's 
why anti-labor Congressman John Allen Jr. has for years 
‘ontinued to sit at ease in the 7th Congressional District. 
We labor people just don't go to the trouble to vote out our 
dolitical enemies. 


COPE has figures to show that in one State in a silk 
stocking area, of the 18,400 eligible to register, 17,000 did 
register and of that number almost 16,000 did vote. But in 
1 working people's area, of the 43,400 eligible to register, 
only 11,103 did register, and of that number registered 


only 8622 did vote. 


These figures make it plain it isn’t murder that kills 
labor's political hopes—it's suicide! When we fail to regis- 
ter, fail to vote, while the better-off anti-labor people do 
cegister, do vote, we're just killing ourselves off politically. 

Any local union here which fails to dive the volunteer: 
of the newly organized Alameda County Women’s Division 
of COPE a chance to check the union roster and get the 
names of those who haven't registered, is participating in 
this mass political suicide of labor. If these women are willing 
o go to the immense labor of checking these lists, the least 
that union officials can do is to stand aside and let the 
women labor for the cause of labor.

by the APFLCIO Committee on Political Education, points 
out that President Eisenhower's operation cost him $57.20. 
covering the $1.05 a day for himself and $1.55 a day for 
Mrs. Eisenhower which Walter Reed Army Hospital 
charges for subsistence. 

The operation, says COPE, considering all the high 
priced doctors involved, would probably have cost a private 
citizen more than $1,000. And meantime, “the papers tell the 
story of a working man who was charged $450 for his 
daughter's appendicitis operation.”” COPE then raises the 
following question: 

“Why is it that many Senators and Congressmen are against 
national health insurance but are for socialized medicine for the 
President—and, incidentally, for themselves who can also take 
advantage of free medical service in army and navy hospitals.?” 

That's easy. We know the answer to that one. It's for 
the same reason that corporation lawyers who oppose the 
union shop believe in having a closed shop for lawyers. And 
why do corporation lawyers take this attitude? Well, sir. 
it’s for the same reason many Senators and Congressmen 
have the attitude described by COPE.

Without a call for volunteers, 
relatively few citizens have of- 
fered their services to the Ala- 
meda County Clerk to register 
voters for the 1956 general elec- 
tion. As of Friday, Aug. 3, only 
54 citizens had been depu- 
tized. By contrast, 800 to 1000 
had been deputized in the 1952 
elections, according to County 
Clerk Jack Blue. 


The Alameda County Citizens) 


Voter Registration Committee 
calls upon all interested citi- 
zens who can jualify as deputy 
registrars to offer their services 
for this patriotic duty as soon 
as possible. Registration is open 
onlv until September 13. 

Those wishing to be depu- 
tized should call the Alameda 
County Clerk’s office, HI 4-0844, 
to make an appointment with 
Mrs. Hazel Condy. Training of 
registrars generally takes place 
at 10 am. and 2 p.m. every 
week day. 

Deputies are paid 10 cents 
per valid registration, and are 
expected to be able to select a 
location in advance which will 
allow registration of at least 50 
persons every two weeks. 

Currently, the 154 temporary 
deputies are located throughout 
the county as follows: Oakland 
(74); Berkeley (22); Livermore 
(20); Hayward (11); San Lean- 
dro (7); Alameda (6); San Lor- 
enzo (4); Castro Valley (3); 
Piedmont (3); Albany (2); De-
